While field director of a present-day ex- 
ploration, the author became interested in the 
Walker-Caddy expedition. Realizing its impor- 
tance, he brought together remaining records 
of Caddy, diarist of the expedition, with 
explanatory notes to reveal the contribution 
Walker and Caddy made to knowledge of the 
ancient Maya.

church at Mission Espada where 
Father Bouchu ordered it placed a 
hundred years ago, to remind the 
faithful of the power of prayer and 
the goodness of God. 

When I want to escape the con- 
fusion of demands that is part of our 
busy, modern way of life, I love to 
go to the missions. There, it is easy 
to recapture the serenity that pre- 
vailed, the tranquility of faith that 
was the center of living for the early 
people who built them, Standing tall 
and strong, a tower of faith in the 
middle of the compound, was the. 
church. The people worked together 
all day, and sang and danced together 
when the night fell and stars shone in 
the heavens; but it was when the bell 
in the church steeple tolled that they 
were as one large family held within” 
the circle of God's love. The bell 
united them in faith — to worship, or 
to fight against would-be invaders. 
That faith was the heart of all life. 

Many are the delightful stories their 
descendents can tell you, if they come 
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to know you will not scoff, for they 
are stories of miracles that are not 
questioned. For cannot God do any- 
thing, and did He not indeed show 
His hand in many ways — and does 
He not today? Why question? Why 
not simply believe, and accept His 
blessings when they come? It does not 
matter how they come; it is enough 
that they come when they are needed.

better understanding of these people 
as they actually were and as to what 
they really believed. One thing we do 
know — that their lives were centered 
in Ged — and certainly we coyld do 
well to return to simplicity of faith 
such as they expressed in all their 
work and arts. 

Feeling so strongly about this, it 
was heartening to me to read the 
words of Elizabeth Benson, author of 
The Maya World introduced in this 
issue, for she says, “I am not sure 
you can ever reconstruct the life of a 
people because we always interpret 
from the point of view of our own 
times.” With an open mind, she 
examines the findings available and 


draws her conclusions. For this rea- 
son, her book is an excellent concise 
study of the Maya as known through 
exploration to date.

call of God in Christ Jesus. Let 
those of us who are mature be 
thus minded . .. let us hold true 
to what we have attained.” 
(Philippians 3:13-16) 

Adding emphasis to St. 
Paul's words of wisdom are 
those of the poet in Ecclesiastes, 
“God seeks what has been 
driven away. (Ecclesiastes 
3:15) This is to say, God re- 
quires all that has taken place. 
God requires past events and 
happenings. One of the chief 
faults we usually have is that 
we retain in some way our 
shortcomings of the previous 
year. We think of our old mis- 
takes and hold on to them. We 
seem to want to cling needlessly 
to them. We must let the past 
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year's events go and forget 
them. We must bury the past. 
Let God take it from us for He 
requires the past. Job's beautiful 
phrase gives us encouragement: 
“You will forget your misery; 
you will remember it as waters 
that have passed away.” (Job 
11:16) The picture before me is 
that of a river, which continu- 
ally flows on and on, bringing 
into the channel and river bed 
new, clean, fresh water. Such is 
our life when we choose to look 
forward instead of backward. 


ESUS retells this truth in the 
illustration of the plowman. 
As he keeps his eyes ahead 

and upon the furrow, he will 
arrive at the kingdom he is 
searching for, and if he looks 
back he is not fit for that king- 
dom, The Master uses another 
beautiful figure of speech when 
He advised putting new wine 
into new wine skins. The New 
Year deserves the attention of 
new events. Old experiences, 
defeats and events placed in the 
“bottles” of the New Year will 
only destroy the new. Old 
thoughts placed in new skins 
will destroy the new. Let us put 
new adventures into the con- 
tainers of the New Year. 

The rightful prayer to ac- 
company all spiritual messages 
and “vibrations” from God 
should be without hesitation, 
“The Spirit of the Lord God is 
upon me . . . to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord.” 
(Isaiah 61:1-2) The year is 
truly an acceptable year, a 
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good year, a year full of fortune 
and goodness as long as we 
apply these vibrant and living 
principles of “forgetting what 
lies behind” and letting God re- 
ceive the past. Then, as we 
walk upon the path ahead, stay- 
ing our minds upon the mind of 
Christ, we will be able to pro- 
claim the New Year as accept- 
able in behalf of ourselves and 
our fellow man. 

Spiritual vibrations continue 
to give us promises of a bright 
year ahead if we will attune 
ourselves to certain other 
worthy principles. With the 
writer of Revelation we must 
look up and behold as we af- 
firm, “J saw a new heaven and 
a new earth.’ One may state 
this as a present tense affirma- 
tive prayer, “I see a new heaven 
and a new earth.” The Christ 
within us declares, “Behold, | 
make all things new.” (Revela- 
tion 21:1,5) 


T. PAUL again informs us 

distinctly how we may be- 
come new creatures for a new 
year with the evident fact, "Zf 
any one is in Christ, he is a 
new creation, the old has passed 
away, behold, the new has 
come.” (II Corinthians 5:17) 
But how are we to become a 
person “in Christ” and thus a 
new creation? To the Ephesians 
the Apostle said, “Put off your 
old nature which belongs to 
your former manner of life. . . 
and be renewed in the spirit of 
your minds, and put on the new 
nature, created after the like- 
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ness of God in true righteous- 
ness and holiness.” (Ephesians 
4:22-24) 

A final promise for the New 
Year, which may become an in- 
evitable reality in our life, is the 
affirmation ofthe Psalmist that 
we usually hear during the 
harvest and thanksgiving sea- 
sons. However, let us think of 
it as a needful prayer at this 
time: “Thou crownest the year 
with thy goodness.” (Psalm 
65:11) This is a prayer, a 
statement. a declaration of 
truth that should go with us. 
Every morning when we rise 
anew, after the shades of night 
have been pulled back, we may 
well affirm, “Thou crownest 
this day with thy goodness; 
Lord God, I can feel it within, 
every atom and cell of my 
being.” How can we miss the 
blessings and the gifts of God 
with a heart and mind full of 
positive thoughts! A further 
suggestion of how we must look 
to each new day in the New 
Year is contained in these time- 
honored lines: 


Look to this day, 

For it is the very life of-life. 

In its brief course lie all the 
verities and realities of 
your existence: 

The glory of action, 

The bliss of growth, 

The splendor of beauty, 

For yesterday is but a dream 
and tomorrow is only a 
vision; 

But today well lived makes 
every yesterday a dream of 
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happiness, and every to- 
morrow a vision of hope. 

Look well. therefore. to this 
day. 


pes your minds in the chan- 
nel of these thoughts of truth 
and as they become a part of 
you, begin to list and enumerate 
all of the blessings that are in 
store for you and others 
throughout this New Year. 
Consider the great new high- 
way before you, the dawn of 
the year and each bright new 
day, the frontiers to conquer 
and mountains to climb, and op- 
portunities that belong to you 
as a child of God. Remember 
that God, who is love Him- 
self, loves you. To be in tune 
with God, the Infinite Being of 
your life. is to hear His voice 
and to know the wonderful 
promises that are in store for 
you and all who accept them. 


Enter faithfully, courage- 
ously, hopefully, lovingly into 
meditation with Him now and 
feel within your heart and soul 
the very breathing, pulsating, 
vibrating life, light and love of 
God.

HEALTH IS THE FIRST OF ALL LIBERTIES AND HAPPINESS 
GIVES US THE ENERGY WHICH IS THE BASIS OF HEALTH 


LL HEALING is self-heal- 

ing. As all diseases have a 
mental origin, disease and suf- 
fering will be increased by neg- 
ative thought or decreased by 
a positive thought, Thoughts. 
which we consciously think or 
feel no matter whether or not 
we give them outward expres- 
sion, are a literal call to health 
or sickness. It all depends on 
how we think and how we feel. 
for through our thoughts and 
feelings, we establish a true or 
a false relationship and our 
health and happiness depend on 
this relationship. 

Every thought is a seed and 
each seed produces after its 
own. Good or evil is the result 
according to the kind of seed. 
If we sow the seed of good 
health in the mind, the more it 
is tilled afterward, the easier 
and sooner will health manifest. 
The habit of right thinking 
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established in this way will re- 
sult in the individual’s growing 
stronger and better able to ac- 
complish that which he sets out 
to do. ci 

When our thoughts and feel- 
ings are directed in the channel 
of strong, positive thinking, an 
enormous power for good is re- 
leased within us. God cannot 
work for us unless we work for 
ourselves. Fear and doubt are 
unreal conditions of mind that 
have caused mental and physi- 
cal suffering and must be routed 
from our minds. With each one 
rests the power to check and 
overcome the currents of his 
mental atmosphere. It is simply 
a question of overcoming, and 
there is only one kind of over- 
coming that counts; that is, the 
substitution of the true for the 
false, the turning on of a true 
thought to dispel the wrong 
one. 
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ACH ONE must look within 
himself for this healing 
power. No one would think of 
havifig someone else take his 
medicine for him. The healing 
agent must come in contact with 
that which is to be healed. In 
all cases of mental healing, 
what the healer really does is 
to suggest an idea that will be 
of sufficient power to counter- 
act the negative thoughts of the 
patient, thus making condi- 
tions possible which will permit 
the cosmic wholeness within the 
patient to manifest itself. Just 
as a captain never brings his 
ship into port while there is a 
storm at sea, but anchors out- 
side and waits until it is calm, 
so no healing can take place 
while the mind of the patient is 
torn by doubt, fear of punish- 
ment or trying to find help from 
without. 
We can have good health if 


we are willing to work for it. * 


Some say they want good 
health but that they do not 
know how to go about getting 
it. Our first step in self-healing 
should be taken by exercising 
control over our thoughts. We 
should affirm often to our- 
selves: “I am strong, healthy 
and happy.” 

To affirm anything to our- 
selves is to impress it on the 
subconscious mind and, in that 
way, the affirmation becomes 
the manifested self. Affirmation 
voluntarily made and repeated 
becomes a fixed habit, molding 
the health life for good or evil 
according to the kind of affir- 
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mation made. How necessary it 
is that we affirm only the posi- 
tive condition instead of the 
negative condition, 


IFE and health are both 

within. The Creator has 
given unto each of us a king- 
dom to rule. The King is Self. 
The way lies within each of us 
and must be worked out by 
each one individually. No mat- 
ter how we may stumble or fall, 
as time goes on, the result of 
our right thinking is sure. 
Proper use of the power that is 
within each one redeems the 
body from the bondage of in- 
herited and involuntary rac&® 
tendencies, heals it of its dis- 
orders and brings it into con- 
scious knowledge of its 
strength. 


Self-healing is based upon 
the faith in the Jatent power of 
our own inner self. We cannot 
be healthy from any form of 
thought that is not followed by 
action. Faith and words must be 
followed by action if there is to 
be any harvest from that faith. 

In all mental healing, the 
mind must be adjusted to the 
natural laws that consciously 
act to remove disease. Mental 
healing is based upon the 
eternal character of construc- 
tive thought. Any thought held 
with intensity in the mind will 
produce the condition of that 
thought. Thoughts of health 
will produce a healthy condition 
of the body, while thoughts of 
disease will just as surely pro- 
duce diseases of the body. 
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T IS impossible for us to gain 
health until we learn to think 
health. Through sincere desire 
and earnest prayer, we connect 
with the Universal Power 
around us in much the same 
way that the electric wire con- 
nects a switch with the power 
plant that produces the light. 
We would think a farmer 
insane who would sow thistle 
seeds over his farm and expect 
to reap wheat. But we sow fear, 
worry, anxiety and doubt — 
and often wonder why we are 
sick and unhappy. The harvest 
from our thoughts is just as 
much the result of law as that 
of the farmer's sowing. If we 
sow thoughts of failure, we can 
no more reap success than the 
farmer can get a wheat crop 
from thistle seeds. The kind of 
seed thoughts we sow will de- 
termine without fail our harvest, 
either of wheat or thistles. 
Things that make us un- 


happy, and that we call evil, 
are not real; they are shadows 
that are magnified out of all 
due proportion. In the Platonic 
doctrine of creation, the 
Supreme Goodness is that from 
which all things proceed and is 
that which contains in itself all 
existing things. This precludes 
anything that is evil. Good is 
positive and real. Evil is the 
absence of good and, conse- 
quently, has no real existence, 
only a seeming existence. So, 
in the healing of the body, we 
do not need to heal a seeming 
evil condition. We simply turn 
on the light of right thinking 
and we find only the good, the 
real, which is health and 
harmony, 

All healing is self-healing, 
for there can be no true heal- 
ing without the thought seed 
of health and harmony. And no 
one can think our thoughts for 
us. We must do that ourselves.

This holding of the 
will fixedly on one point means 
a good deal of concentrative 
ability. It may be a good idea 
to learn to concentrate first. 
Unless trained, most people 
lack woefully the ability to 
think through any given sub- 
ject. 


NE MAN, widely known 
for his unshakable will, says 
he taught himself will power by 
first concentrating on any arti- 
cle that happened to be in his 
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surroundings, no matter where 
he was. 

If in a room waiting for an 
appointment and his eyes fell on 
a chair, he would study it, be- 
ginning with its general appear- 
ance. He would note if it were 
worn, the probable age of the 
chair, the period of its style. He 
would think of the work that 
had gone into the making of it 
—the lathe work, the cutting. 
carving, and staining, and the 
waxed or hand-rubbed finish. 

He would go back to the very 
beginning. He sought informa- 
tion behind the apparent, this 
was his secret of what he called 
“thinking through”. He saw 
back to the growing tree, before 
the chair was ever designed on 
blueprint or even thought of. 
Where was the wood likely to 
have come from? Was it ma- 
hogany from tropical climes, 
teakwood from India or pine cut 
from our own forests? 

In his mind, he would see the 
lumbermen hauling the timber 
from mill to factory.

If a 
glowing warmth suffuses you 
as you learn more and more, 
this, then, should be your chos- 
en field, your aim.

A red glow spread in the 
eastern sky and soon the sun 
came up and the shadows of 
night lightened and fled. The 
somewhat scraggly bush in 
front of my writing window be- 
came a silhouette of beauty. 
Then I looked at the box of 
letters under my lamp. Seventy 
or eighty messages of mystery 
awaiting me, to read and to an- 
swer! 


UDDENLY | realized that I 

was seeing and feeling with 
the newness of a child — or 
perhaps more aptly, that of a 
person who had been away in a 
dark valley and had reappeared 
on a hill bathed in sunshine. I 
was receptive to details, to 
minutes instead of simply an- 
other day of hours. Time had a 
meaning known only in occa- 
sional glimpses previously. Not 
time compressed and hemmed 
in by pressure, by hurry, but 
time expanded into a glorious 
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opportunity for life. for ex- 
periences that beckoned. for ad- 
venture that lured. 


I read each note and card 
and letter. then answered it. be- 
fore I opened the next. There 
was no,sense of urgency, of 
hurry. of that busyness that 
adulterates and deadens every- 
thing we do. In the hour or so 
during which I had known the 
darkness of night and the re- 
surgence of a new day, I had 
found the moment of Truth. 
Very contributory to my heart 
attack had been weeks and 
months of hurry and flurry, of 
tensions born not of lack of 
time but of perpetual racing in 
everything I did. 

How is such a problem to be 
faced and overcome? Some peo- 
ple make a list of things to be 
done during a day, even the 
time to be allotted each project. 
That never works for me. I be- 
come so engrossed that I run 
over the period set aside, or be- 
come so appalled at how much 
there is to do that I shy away 
completely! 

A friend phoned that she had 
not been able to complete an 
important manuscript on time. 
“Each day is so overwhelming,” 
she said ruefully. 

There is no one single an- 
swer; our methods of thinking 
and working are too different. 
Perhaps we are all trying to do 
too many things and evaluate 
too little. We are so eager to 
complete everything that we 
forfeit the vital pleasure in the 
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doing and pride in the result. 


The storm destroys; only the 
calm period following permits 
rebuilding. The mind that races 
pell-mell blocks out the power 
and renewal that come only in 
quiet meditation, When we stop 
for a time the hectic rushing 
and fevered planning, we reach

ELAX! Let go! External

S THESE thoughts well up 


in my mind, there looms be- 
fore my mind's eye the awesome 
photograph of our earth made 
by a camera placed by man 
thousands and thousands of 
miles in outer space. “Here on 
this earth,” I say to myself, “on 
this whirling orb. a speck in 
universal space, lives the human 
race, which perfect God cre- 
ated in the great beginning of 
time. The God of love created 
with love. love-charged crea- 
tures, potential lovers of one 
another in a love-designed so- 
ciety.” 

Somehow, I feel that John. 
the epistle writer, had this pic- 
ture in mind when he wrote his 
beautiful letters to the early 
churches. He was very sensi- 
tive to the importance of love. 
for to a group of hearers he 
said, “This is the message 
which you have heard from the 
beginning, that we should love 
one another... We know that 
we have passed out of death 
into life because we love the 
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¢ 


brethren. He who does not love 
remains in death.” (I John 
3:11, 14) 

John is speaking to folks who 
have observed how Christ 
demonstrated the power of love 
in His life. They, having now 
come to life. have discovered 
the secret of true living. They 
have found that true living lies 
in the practice of Christ-love, 
radiating this expression upon 
and within everyone around 
them. 

The premise upon whieh we 
center our contemplation is that 
hate and unloving feelings 
deaden all positive possibilities 
of life's normal pursuits. Any- 
thing opposite of love paralyzes 
the life forces within the physi- 
cal, mental and spiritual realms 
of living. The stream of God's 
geod ceases to flow when love 
ceases to be the way, because 
God's divine good can only 
flow into our lives, and our life 
can be fruitful and receptive of 
the good only when we are in 
love with God and our fellow 
man, 


HE case of Adam and Eve 
is very apt. Each of them 
knew the laws, as they had been 
told not to indulge in the eating 
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of the fruit of a certain tree. 
Eve made a discovery that the 
fruit on this forbidden tree was 
good and made one temporarily 
joyous. Haying partaken of it 
and having shared it with 
Adam, they then realized the 
unlovingness of their own deed. 
They felt the effects of having 
not obeyed the law of divine 
love, which God had given 
them. They estranged them- 
selves from God. 


This is the real effect of un- 
loving acts and deeds. This is 
the core of all quilt, anxiety 
and fear. When we estrange 
ourselves from God by un- 
lovingness. we separate our life 
from His Life. Love, then. we 
come to see, is the link in the 
chain of activity. Love is the 
umbilical cord of life through 
which flows the power of God 
into our lives. 


“This is the message.” said 
John, “which you have heard 
from the beginning, that we 
should love one another.”

It is the sunshine 
that melts the snow upon the 
mountains and sends the 
streams and waterfalls down 
into the valleys throughout the 
spring and summertime. It is 
the divine substance that melts 
the hearts of man's hardness 
and coldness and causes him to 
become again the creature God 
created him to be. Love is the 
only attitude with which we can 
live successfully. For with love. 
all fear, worry, resentment, 
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anger flee. Love heals and 
makes wholesome. “This is the 
message’ — to love one an- 
other — that runs through the 
tapestry of the universe and 
through the heart and soul and 
mind of mankind. 

John continued. saying, “We 
know that we have passed out 
of death into life because we 
love the brethren. He who does® 
not love remains in death.” 
(I John 3:14) This is to say 
that when we harm or hate, or 
harbor anxious feelings, we are 
as good as dead. existing in a 
living sort of death. This means 
that the real joy of true pros- 


_perity, true healing, true illum- 


ination does not exist for us un- 
less we are lovers in and with 


God. 


OVE is of God. Love created 
the world, Love continues to 
create the universe. Love is the 
producer of life. Love creates 
and produces today in our life 
and in our affairs among so- 
ciety as it did in the beginning 
of time. because God who 
changes not is as much love to- 
day, and tomorrow and forever 
as He was in the long ago yes- 
terday.

Love of God produces living 
things upon the earth.

WHO WERE THE MAYA? 


It is unfortunate that the zealous Bishop Landa, as he journeyed with Cortez 
across the land of the Maya, ordered all Mayan books and records gathered and 
burned in the square of Mani, forbidding the people to write in their own 
language under penalty of death. So it is that the Maya are the only race of 
people who are able to speak their language as it was spoken thousands of 
years ago; yet, cannot write it or decipher the glyph writings of their ancestors. 


Fortunate it is for us that a few Mayan priests, in defiance of their con- 
querors, secretly recorded the history of their past as they remembered it, These 
Books of Chilam Balam are invaluable and without them the mystery of the 
Maya would be much greater. Early Spanish chroniclers of the Mayas can be 
relied on also to a certain extent, for they received firsthand information from 
the Maya. These accounts refer to the Maya as a peaceful people and there 
is no indication that they practiced warfare. They worshipped one God, Hunab- 
Ku, placed flowers and Pratt on their altars, and did not perform human sacrifices. 
It is said that this peace continued until “The Changing of the Times” — the 
aie of Kukul-Can, or Quetzalcoatl as he was known in Mexico from whence 
è came. 


As evidences of the belief that Atlantis was the motherland of the ancient 
civilizations of the world, Mr. Judd points out the comparisons identical between 
the Egyptians and the Mayas and Incas in architecture, decorative motifs. cere- 
monies and customs, sacred rites and religious beliefs, linguistic roots, legends, 
science, and other areas of their lives. Also, it is significant that the earliest 
known people of southern Europe, Asia Minor and northern Africa tell us their 
ancestors came in boats across water from the setting sun (west); while the 
earliest people of the Americas tell üs their ancestors came in boats across wafer 
from the land toward the rising sun (east). 

Had the Maya come in slow stages from either Asia or Europe, evidences 
of their progress would exist in some form along the route taken. But the earliest 
Mayan works in Central America and Yucatan are the best. This indicates that 
their arrival was the result of a hurried migration from an advanced culture, 
fom which they brought the skills that have been confirmed by exploration 

ndings.

Finally, the first 
soldier who had been talking 
turned to him and said, “Padre 
Jose, many are the stories that 
we have told at night around 
the fire, but always you have 
listened. Won't you tell us one 
tonight? Tell us the story about 
your bell.” 

A pained expression came 
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over the young Padre’s face. 
Then he leoked at the speaker 
quietly, “Yes, I guess I have 
been selfish. You have been 
good to me, and you have a 
right to know about my bell. 

“Many years ago there was 
a small village of mountain peo- 
ple in northern Spain. Since 
they were far from other peo- 
ple, they had to look out for 
themselves and beat back many 
enemies.

So the legend lives on, and it 
has a basis of truth. There was 
a Padre Jose, and he did have a 
bell that he was taking to the 
missions in New Mexico, and 
they did disappear, never to be 
found again. All this is told in 
the matter-of-fact report of the 
Captain who led the expedition. 
What else happened remains a 
mystery.

NON-RESISTANCE 
will work 


MIRACLES for YOU

TÈ His great Sermon On The 
Mount, Christ Jesus said, “I 
say unto you that ye resist not 
evil, but whosoever shall smite 
thee on thy right cheek, turn to 
him the other also.” Matthew 
5:39) 

To many people, “Resist not 
evil” might sound like the most 
foolish advice in the world. Yet 
it is one of the wisest, most 
practical of Jesus’ teachings. 
Although He did not say it in 
so many words, the underlying 
implication here is that no mat- 
ter how despitefully others may 
treat us, we are to react with 
love, kindness and considera- 
tion, and leave the outcome to 
God. 

No one can say that Jesus 
did not practice what He 
preached, When the soldiers 
came to take Him, He refused 
to let the sword of one of His 
disciples be used in His defense. 
“Put up thy sword,” He said, 
“For all they that take the sword 
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shall perish with the sword.” 
(Matthew 26:52) 


Apparently sensing His dis- 
ciples’ puzzlement at His non- 
resistance to what they Saw as 
the worst sort of danger, He 
added, “Thinkest thou that I 
cannot now pray to my Father, 
and he shall presently give me 
more than twelve legions of 
angels?” (verse 53) Yes, Jesus 
knew that, at any moment, had 
He so desired, He could have 
prevented His being taken by 
those soldiers. He went will- 
ingly, because He had some- 
thing far greater in mind than 
mere human release. 


E MAY think that we are 

safe from the penalty that 
long-held resistance brings if 
we are not indulging in some 
outward opposition to unpleas- 
ant persons or situations. We 
delude ourselves. Mental resist- 
ance can be even more harmful 
to our health and peace of 
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mind than physical resistance. 
Mental resistance sets up an 
inner friction that irritates our 
nerves, tenses our muscles, and 
gives us aching heads and 
heavy hearts. 

We all perhaps have been 
perplexed at times at the seem- 
ing contradiction of Jesus’ “Re- 
sist not evil”, with a statement 
made in James 4:7. In her 
book, “What Are You?” Imelda 
Shanklin explains it thus: “In 
nearly all cases, resistance 
means to. oppose by physical 
Force. The exceptional use 
serves the valuable purpose of 
reconciling two New Testa- 
ment statements that otherwise 
appear contradictory. Jesus 
taught, ‘Resist not him that is 
evil. The meaning is, do not 
oppose by active force anyone 
or any thing at any time. If you 
oppose, there will be a reaction 
as opposition; there will be war. 
James taught, ‘Resist the devil. 
and he will flee from you.’ The 
meaning is ignore evil* and it 
will not attack you; it will re- 
treat from your presence until it 
becomes lost to you. This use of 
resistance is equivalent to the 
denial that is taught by meta- 
physicians.” 

Nothing is surer than that 
whatever we resist resists -us. 
If we resist work with the 
thought that it is hard and 
demanding, that is what it be- 
comes. On the other hand, if we 
relax into a non-resistant atti- 
tude concerning it, we find 


* Ephesians 4:27 
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ourselves working easily and 
joyfully. The moment we allow 
ourselves to start mentally re- 
sisting the personality or in- 
dividual beliefs of a relative, 
friend or co-worker, we will 
sense in that person a disturb- 
ing resistance toward us. Bring-» 
ing ourselves to drop back into 
a benign state of non-resistance 
in our dealings with him or her, 
all friction between us disap- 
pears. If, when we feel ill, we 
begin to resist that feeling with 
self-pity or resentment at hav- 
ing to slow up in the things we 


“want to do, the illness resists 


our efforts to heal it. But the 
moment we decide to “let go 
and let God” handle the situa- 
tion, the illness also lets go. 
Saying. “Let go and let God" 
is identical in meaning to “Re- 
sist not evil’. 


NE of the most amazing 

things about non-resistance 
is its efficacy in the healing of 
bodily hurts. Through its use. 
crushed fingers have immedi- 
ately returned to normalcy. 
Spatterings of boiling oil have 
left little or no sign of burns. 
Cuts have been healed in a mat- 
ter of hours. People who have 
been willing to put it to an even 
higher test have had teeth re- 
moved without drugs or gas. 


Because of bad effects I had 
formerly suffered from the use 
of novocain, I had two teeth 
extracted at one sitting in this 
manner. Instead of thinking of 
what was going on and setting 
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up what would seem a natural 
resistance, I relaxed into an 
acute consciousness of the 
Omnipresence of God, depend- 
ing on His wondrous power 
and grace to protect me from 
harm, I was genuinely sur- 
prised at the good results. Not 
only was there little pain and 
no sense of shock during the 
extraction, there was no notice- 
able soreness afterwards. 

If we will watch our reac- 
tions, we will find that we re- 
sist more than we realize. We 
resist the passing years and the 
passing years resist us, leaving 
their imprint of time and de- 
terioration upon our minds and 
bedies. Non-resistance to time 
lifts us into eternity here and 
now, smooths the wrinkled 
brow, and brightens the farsee- 
ing eye, 

Surprisingly enough. we 
even resist our good, We set 
up an opposition to God's dis- 
ciplining, the discipline that, 
were we to accept as such, 
would aid us in overcoming the 
world. We pray for some hu- 
manly conceived good, and 
when things do not turn out 
exactly as we have outlined we 
sulk or give in to disappoint- 
ment and resentment, We 
should learn to say with Christ, 
“Not my will but thine be 
done,” and gracefully, non- 
resistantly accept God's idea of 
what is best for us. 


Jesus came to teach us the 
way of Grace. Said the apostle 
Paul: “For sin shall not have 
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dominion over you: for ye are 
not under the law, but under 
grace.” (Romans 6:14) Those 
who are living under God's 
grace, who have left off indulg- 
ing the strictly human way of 
life, know only too well that the 
knife that one throws at an- 
other boomerangs to pierce his 
own heart. “IF we do not take 
up the weapons of defense in 
our behalf, we cannot be in- 
jured by those weapons. If we 
do not mete out justice accord- 
ing to human standards, then 
human justice cannot come back 
at us. Whatever it is that we 
bind, that is what is bound to 
us; whatever we loose, that is 
what is loosed.” (Joel Gold- 
smith, Thunder Of Silence) 


Not long ago, I saw a pic- 
ture of Daniel in the lions’ den 
that was, to me, a striking ex- 
ample of what spiritual grace 
and non-resistance can do to 
protect one from harm. The 
artist had depicted Daniel, with 
his back toward the lions, kneel- 
ing beside a large rock, beams 
of light from above shining 
down on his serene, upturned 
face. The lions, with looks of 
no more than gentle curiosity 
on their faces, were not even 
near him. Truly, Daniel was a 
man of great grace. 


WE CAN pray for grace ear- 
nestly and long, and never 
receive it until we are willing to 
give up the weapons of the 
world and relax into a state of 
Christlike non-resistance. The 
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old saying that “It takes two to 
make a quarrel” still holds 
true. Our refusal to oppose an- 
other's anger and resentment 
acts as oil* on the troubled 
waters, bringing peace and 
calm instead of the storm that 
might otherwise ensue. We 
must remember that when we 
allow any outer condition what- 
soever to dominate our con- 
sciousness. we lose sight of our 
spiritual nature and invite un- 
pleasant experiences. 
Non-resistance to error and 
Godly grace are twin attributes. 


They walk hand-in-hand, bless- 
ing everyone with whom they 
come in contact. healing the 
sick and comforting the weary 
and heavy-laden. All hostility 
and inharmony dissolve at their 
approach. 

Meditation: I am completely 
relaxed. I do not need to fight, 
for the battle is not mine, but 


God's. I do not resist anyone \ 


or anything; consequently, no 
one and nothing resists me. I 
am at peace with the whole of 
the universe, and the universe is 
at peace with me. Amen.
